United States. Their plan was to 
visit a city, -secure a position and 
spend several weeks there and then 
proceed to another city, thus they did 
joot merely "do" a 
town in 
the 


usual way of sightseers, but were 
able to familiarize themselves with 
all things of interest. They were in 
the state of Washington for several 
•weeks and then went to California.

of 
pecejmber^ 


they-left San Deigo for Los Angeles 
and from there by the way of steam- 
er went down^into Mexico. 


They visited Mexicali, in 
lower 


California, and were in the city but 
a stiort time when they were taken 
in custody. 
They were kept under 


the strictest surveillance and were 
permitted to hold intercourse 
with 


no one. The charge against them 
was that of spies and during the un- 
rest of'the country it is an extremely 
serious one. Each day, in the care 
of two guards they were permitted 
to leave the prison for a few hours, 
but during that time they were not 
allowed to speak to any one, and at 
no time were 
they 
permitted 
to 


write home.

against the young men, tney were 
given their freedom, with the pro- 
.yiso that they leave the country.

both received short letters from their 
sons' on Thursday morning, the first 
for six weeks, the letters having been 
written in Mexicali, at the earliest 
opportunity.

whose death occurred in Baltimore | 
yesterday, had been undergoing 
the 


radium treatment for cancer. 


An official statement 
today com- 


menting on the death cf Representa- 
ti\e Bremner, Secretary Lane, who 
has strongly advocated legislation for 
the conservation of the nation's ra- 
dium, paid tribute to the remarkable 
fortitude and optimism cf Mr. Brem- j 
ner as shown during his Illness and 
regretted that efforts to save his life 
were unsuccessful. 


"The surgeons in charge of the Bal- 


timore hospital," said the secretary, 
' were reluctant to use the radium 
treatment in Mr. Bremner s case be- 
cause, they said the one gram of ra- 
dium they could bring together in the 
United States for use in his case 
would be entirely inadequate for at- 
tacking with any hope of success the 
giant cancerous growth that was sap- 
ping the life of the young member of 
congress." 


"But," continued Secretary 
Lane, 


"Mr. Bremner w«f anxious that the 
experiment be tried, so that even a 
failure might teach lessons that would 
help the -common cause. His death 
is another of the thousands 
of 


pathetic appeals for treatment of can- 
cer in its early stages, and for larger 
supplies of radium to help the sur- 
geons in all parts o^ the country in 
the fight against this dreaded dis- 
ease. '

The murder of Ann Aumuller was 


one of the most horrible in the orime 
history of the city. Schmidt was a 


j priest attached to St. Joseph's church 
i when he took the sirl to a flat he had 


fitted up. He confessed that on the 
nu rnins; of September 2 last, he went 
to the flat about midnight and while 
she slept, cut her throat and then 
dismembered the body, cutting it into 
nine itarts. Th**t he disposed of by 
throw-ins them into the Hudson riv- 
er The torso was found on the Jcrser 
shore and three pieces have not been 
found 
Tbe head Is still missing.

Washington, Feb. 6.—[Special.]—The 


proposition to acquire the telegraph 
and telephone lines, urged so strongly 
jy the postmaster general, is taken as 
a matter of course these days, or at 
east with less surprise thau would 
hare been the case a dozen years ago, 
when all suggestion of the government 
owning and operating public utilities 
was considered wild and fanciful. 


But there has been a tendency in the 


direction or government control nnd 
operation of utilities, particularly when 
the government was the principal user 
of the product 
A powder plant has 


been erected by the government, and 
it is proposed to build a plant for the 
manufacture of armor plate for the 
ships of the navy. In both cases it 
was because the products had been 
monopolized. The government refused 
to be "squeezed" in purchasing these 
war materials and decided to manu- 
facture its own powder and armor, or 
at least a portion of them. It is the 
fear of monopoly in Alaska that causes 
the construction of a government rail- 
road in that territory.

Curious Ways of the Papuans. - 


In the Girara country. I'apua. a dis- 


trict of New Guinea, -where the coun- 
try is almost entirely submerged, the 
natives are said to claim descent from 
the dog. 
They possess five totems. 


which are drawn on all their bouses. 
Their villages are erected on hillocks 
so as to be clear of tbe water, and tne 
people of eacb village inbabit one large 
common house, sometimes as much as 
four to five hundred feet long and six- 
ty to eighty feet in width. The center 
of this huge building is a kind of com- 
mon hall, which is used only by tbe 
men, while tbe walls of the structure 
are divided into cubicles in three or 
four floors, access to which is gained 
by means of ladders. Tbe women are 
not allowed to enter tbe building bj 
the same door as the men. A great 
deal of sorcery prevails in tbe western 
division. In tbe wilder parts of tbe 
country tbe chief is himself a bead 
sorcerer. He claims to be able to sep- 
arate bis spirit from bis body and to 
send It on various missions, including 
that of killing people.—Argonaut.

year as a "hang-over"' member of 
the tax commission, and the appoint- 
ment of a Democrat then would de- 
pend on whether a Democratic gov- 
ernor is elected next fall.
